The Bilingual Resource center has begun to acquire on 
microfiche what it hopes will soon be an extensive collection of 
educational documents concerning bilingual education. This current 
bibliography of ERIC-processed documents on bilingual education gives 
an indication of the amount of resources still to be retrieved for 
the center and its users. The bibliography is divided into four 
sections: Introduction, documents of general interest, English as a 
second language, and Spanish speakers.
